HE REVOLUTION, in 1688, in 
| every view of it, was an event of ſuch 
diſtinguiſhed, and indeed unſpeakable im- 
portance, that it could not fail of making 
a a deep impreſſion upon the national mind. 
It has been thankfully remembered in the 
public ſervice of the eſtabliſhed Church ; 
and has annually been celebrated by other 
religious ſocieties. Nor has it been com- 
memorated only by ſuitable diſcourſes and 
acts of pious adoration and gratitude 
to the Supreme Being, but by ſocial 


meetings and feſtivals.

Various inſtitutions of this kind have 


ſubſiſted in different parts of the kingdom, 
and in different quarters of the metropolis. 


Though no records have regularly been 
| Preſerved of the Society we now have in 
view, there is no doubt of its having been 
eſtabliſhed ſoon after the Revolution, and 
that it has annually met without interrup- 
tion from that time to the preſent ; and 
the fourth day of November, being the 
birth-day of King William the Third, has 
always hitherto been the day of celebration. 


For a long courſe of years this inſtitu- 
tion was chiefly confined to the City of 
London, ſtrictly ſo called; and almoft the 
ſole ſupporters of it were a number of 
very reſpectable inhabitants of that city, 
conſiſting partly of Members of the 
Eftabliſhment, and partly of Proteſtant 
Diſſenters. But lately it has excited a 
more general attention, and drawn to it 
many perſons of rank and conſequence 
from different parts of the kingdom.

When the period approached, which 
would form the co ompletion of 4 eenrury 
fince the Revolution, it was refotvet by 
the Society to celebrate that aftetous

HEREAS the Lords Spiritual 

and Temporal, and Commons 
aſſembled at Weſtminſter, lawfully, and 
freely repreſenting all the Eſtates of the 
People of this Realm, did upon the 
thirteenth Day of February, in the Year 
of our Lord One Thouſand Six Hundred 
and Eighty-eight, preſent unto. their Ma- 
jeſties, chen called and known by the 
Names and Stile of WILLIAM and MARx, 
B 3 Prince 
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Prince and Princeſs of Orange, being pre- 
ſent m their proper Perſons, a certain De- 
claration in Writing, made by the ſaid 
Lords -and Commons, in the Words fol- 
lowing, viz. 


WHEREAS the late King James the 
Second, by the Aſſiſtance of divers evil 
Counſellors, Judges, and Miniſters em- 
ployed by him, did endeavour to ſubvert 
and extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, and 
the! Laws and Liberties of this Kingdom; 


1. By fuming and exerciſing a Power 
of Diſpenſing with, and Suſpending of 
Laws, and the Execution of Laws, with- 
out Conſent of Parliament. 


2. By committing and proſecuting di- 
vers worthy Prelates, for humbly petition- 
ing to be excuſed from concurring to the 
ſaid aſſumed Power.

10. And exceſſive Bail hath been re- 
quired of Perſons committed in Criminal 
Caſes, to elude the Benefit of the Laws 
made for the Liberty of the Subjects.

12. And ſeveral Grants and Promiſes

All which are utterly and directly con- 
trary to the known Laws and Statutes and 
Freedom of this Realm. 


And whereas the ſaid late King Jams 
the Second having abdicated the Govern- 
ment, and the Throne being thereby Va- 
cant, His Highneſs the Prince of Orange, 
(whom it hath pleaſed Almighty God to

And thereupon the ſaid Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, purſuant 
to their reſpective Letters and Elections, 
being now aſſembled in a full and free 
Repreſentative of this Nation, taking into 
their moſt ſerious Conſideration the beſt 
Means of attaining the Ends aforeſaid ; do 
in the firſt Place (as their Anceſtors in like 
Caſe have uſually done) for the vindicating 
and aſſerting their ancient Rights and Li- 
berties, declare;

To which Demand of their Rights they 
are particularly encouraged by the Decla- 
ration of His Highneſs the Prince of 
Orange, as being the only means for 
obtaining a full Redreſs and Remedy 
therein.

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« Tt was from that day we became acquainted with 
the political conſtitution of that Iſland, and the 
proſperity with which it was accompanied ; it was 
from that day our hatred of Deſpotiſm derived its 
energy. In ſecuring their own happineſs, Engliſh- 
men have prepared the way for that of the Univerſe, 
Whilſt on all ſides Tyrants were attempting to extin- 
guiſh the ſacred flame of Liberty, our Neighbours 
with, intrepid watchfulneſs and care cheriſhed it in 
their boſoms. We have caught ſome of theſe ſalutary 
ſparks; and this fireenflaming every mind, is extend- 
ing itſelf over all Europe, for ever to reduce to aſhes 
thoſe ſhackles with which Deſpotiſm has oppreſſe 
mankind. 

Let us render to our Neighbours that juſt tribute 
of gratitude which the friends of mankind ought 
never to refuſe to the moſt zealous defenders of its 
rights.

c The Members of the Revolution Society in Lon- 

don requeſt the Archbiſhop of Aix's acceptance of their 
beſt thanks for the Letter which he has directed to 
Earl Stanhope their Chairman, and for conveying to 
them the Vote of the National Aſſembly of France. 
They could ſcarcely have received a higher ſatiſ- 
faction than has been given them by the Archbiſhop's 
Letter, and the condeſcending notice with which the 
National Aſſembly has been pleaſed to honour their 
Congratulatory Addreſs. They feel particularly the 
juſtice which this auguſt Aſſembly has done them, by 
imputing their addreſs to the influence of thoſe prin- 
ciples of univerſal benevolence which ought in all 
countries to bind together the friends of human 
liberty and happineſs. Their hearts are warmed with 
theſe principles; and they deſire nothing ſo earneſtly 
as that the time may ſoon come when they all fo 
poſſeſs every human heart as to put an end to all jea- 
louſies between nations, exterminate oppreſſion and 
ſlavery, and cauſe wars, thoſe dreadful errors of govern- 
ments, to ceaſe in all the earth. They exult in the 
proſpect of ſuch a time, which ſeems to be opening, 
and with which the proceedings of the National 
Aſſembly of France promiſe to bleſs mankind.

Upon information being given to the Commons of 
Paris, of the wicked attempt made on Mr. Planterre, 
Mr. D'Hieres, Commandant of a Battalion, received 
orders from the King, and- the Commandant General, 
to repair to Vernon with a ſufficient force, to deliver 
up to Juſtice the ringleaders of this outrage; and 
Meſſieurs Grandin and Rouſſeau, Members of the 
Commons, were directed to accompany him, to 
endeayour, by their addreſs and judicious repreſenta- 
tions, to re-eſtabliſh order and tranquillity 1 in the 
Town.

&« They arm you with the Sword of their National 
& Guard, to be the inſtrument of your courage. Your 
c relations cannot read the inſcription which records 
ce the generous action by which you merited it, with- 
& out being ſenſibly affected. 

When, on your return among them, you 

ec receive the approbation of your Country, tell them 
ce that you have ſeen, upon the borders of the Seine, 
& a generous and brave People too long triflers, but, 
« who, having at laſt recovered their liberty, enjoy 
ce jt with ſtill greater delight, when they meet with 
& occaſions to recompence merit: tell them, that all 
& free People are brethren; that France and England 
„ ought to entertain a mutual regard for each other; 
cc and that the object moit deſerving their emulation 
« ſhould be, the promotion of the Happineſs of 
& Mankind,” 

Tears of ſenſibility and gratitude were the ks, 
without doubt the moſt eloquent, of the brave and 
generous Engliſhman. This affeCting ſcene was ſuc- 
ceeded by the applauſes of a numerous concourſe of 
people, who filled the Hall of the Aſſembly.

- The Revolution Society do moſt heartily 
concur in the ſentiments delivered by the reſpectable 
Preſident of the General Aſſembly of the Commons 
of Paris, that “all Free People are brethren; that 
c France and England ought to entertain a mutual 
cc regard for each other; and that the object moſt 
<« worthy of their emulation ſhould be, the promotion 
of the Happineſs of Mankind.” We ardently wiſh 
that theſe ſentiments may become univerſal in both 
Countries; that no acts of national hoſtility may ever 
again take place; and that between Great Britain and 
France perpetual peace and friendſhip may be eſtabliſſi- 
ed to hag remotelt ages.
